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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This written action is responding to the amendment received on December 21 st , 
2004. 

2. Claims 1-7 are amended. 

3. Claims 1-8 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chan et 
al, US Patent No. 6378070B1, hereinafter "Chan". 

6. As per claims 1 and 4, Chan discloses "A method of conducting, in relation to a 
print Job, a printing process between an originating device and a printer" in (Col 3 lines 
25-29), "said method comprising steps of selecting, at a computer communicating with 
the originating device over a network, image data to be printed, wherein the image data 
is stored at the originating device" in (Col 3 line 62 to Col 4 line 5), "initiating, in 
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association with print job specific key information, the printing process at the originating 
device for printing the selected image data" in (Col 3 lines 55-60), "suspending the 
printing process prior to outputting the print job from a printer; inputting at a local user 
interface at the printer, corresponding print job specific key information and enabling, 
depending upon the corresponding print job specific key information, the suspended 
printing process to output the print job from the printer" in (Col 6 lines 1-40,and lines 48- 
65). 



7. As per claims 2 and 5, Chan discloses "A method according to claims 1 and 4, 
wherein both (a) the print job specific key information and (b) the corresponding print job 
specific information comprise a physical key and control information" in (Col 6 lines 58- 
67). 



8. As per claims 3 and 6, Chan discloses "A method according to claims 1 and 4, 
wherein the corresponding print job specific information is a software key on a physical 
carrier that can be coupled to a local user interface, said software key being a one of 
complementary to the print job specific key information and (b) identical to the print job 
specific key information" in (Col 6 lines 58-67). 



9. As per claims 7 and 8, Chan discloses "A computer program recorded on a 
computer-readable medium, the program comprising software code portions for 
performing the steps of any one of claims 1 to 3" in (Col 3 lines 29-30).
